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Mr  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  figures  for  the  year  1954,  both  as  regards  vital 
statistics  and  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  show 
that  the  district  has  again  had,  from  a health  point  of 
view,  a satisfactory  year. 

The  birth  and  death  rates  are  somewhat  misleading 
as  expressed  in  terms  per  thousand  owing  to  the  small- 
ness of  the  numbers  involved,  but  as  you  will  see  in  the 
figures  there  were  103  births  and  101  deaths,  giving  a 
birth  rate  of  13.25  per  1,000  and  a death  rate  of  13.0 
per  1,000.  The  infantile  death  rate  was  29.12  per  1,000 
live  births;  this  figure  represented  three  deaths. 

The  figures  compare  well  with  the  national  figures.

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SOCIAL  CIRCUMSTANCES. 


On  the  1st  January,  1954,  the  Urban  District  became 
a specified  area  for  the  sale  of  designated  milks.  This 
means  that  only  types  of  milk  that  can  be  sold  in  the 
area  are  Pasteurised,  Sterilised,  Tuberculin  Tested,  Tub- 
erculin Tested  (pasteurised).  Tuberculin  Tested  (sterilised) 
and  Accredited,  but  after  the  30th  September,  1954,  the 
last  mentioned  designation  ceased  to  be  used. 

All  the  above  named  milks  must  be/  sold  in  ap- 
proved labelled  containers. 

The  effect  of  this  order  is  that  all  milk  delivered  in 
the  Urban  Area  is  bottled  and  the  majority  of  supplies 
come  either  directly,  or  indirectly  through  distributors, 
from  one  or  other  of  the  big  dairy  companies. 

During  the  year  one  or  two  complaints  of  dirty 
bottles  being  delivered  have  been  received.  The  dairy 
which  bottled  the  milk  has  been  visited  and  the  man- 
agement on  each  occasion  expressed  regret,  and  I think 
one  can  say  that  every  precaution  is  taken  that  no  dirty 
bottle  comes  off  the  filling  line  and  is  delivered  to  the 
public.  In  spite  of  all  care  and  mechanical  aids  to  clean- 
liness the  human  element  is  bound  to  make  mistakes  at 
times  and  a dirty  bottle  will  escape  scrutiny. 


Most  of  the  dirty  or  imperfect  bottles  that  do  get 
through  are  ones  which  have  been  l^ept  for  some  time 
by  the  consumers  (canteens  on  building  sites  being  the 
biggest  sinners  in  this  respect)  and  not  returned  quickly 
to  the  dairy.  The  milk  residue  becomes  congealed  and 
hardened  and  the  washing  plant,  though  very  efficient, 
cannot  deal  with  this  type  of  contamination.  Nevertheless 
the  dairy  companies  are  solely  responsible  for  producing 
milk  in  clean  bottles,  but  the  public  could  help  very 
greatly  by  rinsing  the  empty  bottles  and  ensuring  their' 
prompt  return  to  the  distributor. 


I may  add  that  the  dairy  company  stated  that 
bottles  returned  from  most  housewives  were  in  good 
condition. 
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The  following  figures  have  been  supplied  by,  a local 
dairy  company  relative  to  dirty  and  imperfect  bottles:—

The  improvement  in  health  due  to  the  area  being 
specified  for  the  sale  of  designated  mUk  cannot  be  reck- 
oned in  figures,  but  it  does  mean'  that  the  milk  con-<- 
uumed,  and  this  applies  especially  to  young  children,  is 
as  safe  a food  when  delivered  to  the  home  as  human* 
ingenuity  can  devise  at  the  present  time. 


HOUSING 

In  common  with  other  authorities,  Dronfield  ,will 
have  to  prepare  a programme  of  houses  in  the  district! 
which  are  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  are  not  capable 
of  being  made  fit  at  reasonable  expense  and,  therefore.1 
will  have  to  be  demolished. 

The  preparation  of  this  programme,  while  it  en- 
tails a considerable  amount  of  work,  can  be  comparativ- 
ely easily  accomplished,  but  the  rehousing  of  the  people 
from  such  dwellings  is  much  more  of  a problem.  As  yet 
the  Ministry  concerned  has  given  no  special  allocation 
of  houses  for  the  replacement  of  demolished  dwellings 
but  has  indicated  that  such  replacement  dwellings  must 
come  out  of  the  ordinary  allocation  for  all  purposes; 
thus  a balance  must  be  struck  betweeni  the  houses  re- 
quired for  the  people  on  the  waiting  list  who  are  in 
need  of  houses  and  those  who  are  living  in  unfit  dwel- 
lings. 

The  number  of  persons  on  the  waiting  list  at  the  end  of 
1954  was  144;  of  these  about  120  were  in  shared  accomr! 
modation  and  the  Council  built  28  houses  during  the 
year.  It  is,  therefore,  obvious  that  unless  more  houses  are 
built  the  Clearance  of  unfit  property  in  the  district  will 
be  a very  long  term  job,  as<  it  is  estimated  that  150  to 
200  houses  in  the  Urban  Area  fall  into  the  “demolition” 
category. 
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SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


The  contracts  have  been  accepted  for  the  sewering 
of  the  Hill  Top  district  and  work  will  be  commenced  in 
1955. 


The  Council  are  aware  of  the  unsatisfactory  con- 
ditions at  the  main  works  but  the.  final  design  and  size 
is  dependent  on  the  decision  of  the  town  planners  on, the 
development  to  be  allowed  in  the  urban  area.  When  this 
is  settled  and  the  future  population  can  be  estimated, 
the  work  of  reconstruction  will  proceed  as  speedily  as 
possible. 

WATER  SUPPLIES 

The  supply  is  adequate  in  quantity,  but  there  have 
been  occasional  complaints  as  to  the  quality.  The 
main  trouble  has  been  sediment.  The  attention  of  the 
Engineer  to  the  Water  Committee  has  been  drawn  to 
the  fault  and  frequent  washings  have  helped  to  remedy 
the  matter. 

Samples  are  taken  regularly  both  by  the  staff  of 
the  Urban  District  Council  and  the  suppliers,  and  there 
is  close  co-operation  between  the  officers  of  both  auth- 
orities. 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACTS. 

No  statutory  action  was  taken  under  the  above 
acts.  Two  cases  were  investigated  but  in  each  case  the 
problems  were  solved  without  recourse  to  legal  pro- 
ceedings. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

There  were  few  notifications  of  infectious  disease 
during  the  year.  12  cases  of  Measles  and  9 of  Whooping 
Cough  were  reported.  In  the  previous  year  108  cases  of 
Measles  were  notified. 

Scarlet  Fever  notifications  also  showed  a big  de- 
crease, 6 notified  compared  with  29  the  previous  year. 

Two  cases  of  Non-paralytic  Poliomyelitis  were 
notified,  both  were  diagnosed  after  admission  to  hospital.
